On the prefent Va: of the throne 
Poland, the following Account of 
Conflitution of that kingdom, from the 
Abbe Coyer, muft be very acceptable. 

[* the fourteenth century a republiek 

was eltabiifhed in Poland, compoted 

of three eftates; the king, the fenate, 
and the equeftrian order, The king's 
portion was majefty ; power fell to the 
fenate, and liberty was the fhare of the 
equeftrian order ; an order including all 
the reft of the nobility, and which foon 
fet up tribunes, by the name of deputies. 
Thefe deputies reprefent the whole 
equeltrian order in the general afflemblies 
of the nation, called diets, and put a 
ftop to all proceedings there whenever 
they pleafe, by their right of veto. The 
common wealth of Rome had no king, 
but the plebeians were reckoned as one 
of its three orders: They had a hare 
of the fovereign power in common with 
the fenate and the knights, and there ne- 
ver was a greater or more virtuous peo. 
ple. Their confuls at home, and their 
ambafladors abroad, talked in a ftrain of 
affurance of the ‘* majefty of the Roman 
people.” Poland, actuated by different 
*55 has placed ite people upon 
a level with cattle that till the ground. 
The fenate, which holds the balance be- 
tween the king and liberty, can look 
without emotion upon the flavery of five 
or fix millions of men, who were much 
happier of old wheh they were Sarma- 
tians. 

Till the 16th century, the kings of 
Poland determined concerning peace and 
war, made laws, changed eftabli hed cuf- 
toms, repealed old conftitutions, and 
difpofed of the publick treafure; but all 
thefe privileges were then transferred to 
the nobility, and the kings were forced 
to learn the art of bearing contradiction. 

On the death of king Sigifmund Au- 

ftus in 1573, without children, the 

les took that opportunity of guardin 
their liberty with new bulwarks. Af- 
ter many debates, it was agreed that the 
kings eleSted by the nation fhould make 
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Mo attempts to get thtir fucceffors ap- 
Pointed ; that they Mauld noe fo. much 
ae propofe any one to the fate for this 
» and confequently fhould never 
affume the title of ‘* heirs of the kings 
dom ;" that they fheuld: always have 
about them fixteen perfone by. way of 
council, without whofe concurrence they 
thould neither receive foreign minifters, 
nor fend any to other princes; that they 
frould not levy new troops, nof order 
the nebility on horfeback without the 
confent of all the orders-of the republic; 
that they thould admit no-foreigners.into 
the council of the nation, nor confer 
upon them any office, dignity, or fla- 
softy, and laitly, that they hhould. set 
marry, without having fir obtained. the 
— of the fenate and equeftvian 
er, 

The whole interregnum was fpent in 
contriving how to. guard againit what 


. was called the encreachments of the 


throne 5 ‘‘ it is. not a mafter, (aid they, 
that we want, ‘us only a head.’’ All 
the expreffions which were anciently 
made ufe of to defcrihe the regal power, 
fuch as, ‘* the will of the king confticutes 
the law, the king maf be obeyed impli⸗ 
citly like God, king by the grace of 
God,” and others ok this kind, were ex- 
terminated out.of the public ges 
There, were jome who went fill farther, 
and afferted that a free people wanted na 
king at all. 

@ theſe fpirtted attacks, made. on 
the prerogative at different, times, it is 
owing that Poland has retained royalty 
without fearing itskings.

S IR, 
Y° U think my tulips blow early, 
and preferve their beauty a long 
time: for this reafon you with me to 
give you a few'hints relative to my mae 
nagement of them. | 

Thele, fir, you are very welcome to; 
and I make not the leaft doubt but you 
will foon have as fine'a ‘thew of flowers 
as ever I could boaft of, 

The foil of my bed is a light porous 
earth, with which F mix fome peat, dug 
in'a neighbouring mof¥; and throwing 
it into a large heap, I let it lie for fome 
months till the peat is well rotted ; after 
which I get the heap turned and mixed: 
when I ufe it for making the flower-beds, 
I mix it with one eighth part of fea fand, 
and one eighth of brick-rubbihh which 
has been laid in a road, to be grouhd to 
duft by the waggon wheels *. 

I plant my roots fooner than moft peo- 
ple do; that is the latter end of Auguft g 
and my borders, though fheltered from

from them, which might otherwife be 
aharbour to infe&ts or their eggs: when

I fhould have mentioned alfo, that I 
am Very nice in having the earth, with
